Normally, under the nrevailing conditions, a decrease would be exnected in, the 
Nok OAS: planted acreage of flax in South Dakota. Greater use of adanted hybri¢ 
corn and the use of improved varieties of oats and wheat tend to bring, on the 
average, greater economic returns per acre, whether sold as cash crovs or mar- 
keted in the form of livestock, than can be obtained from flax. Present num- 
bers of livestock encourage planting of feed crops. Vith average yields in South 
Dakota, at.the present supnort price comared with the sunnort prices for other 
-grains, the. income per acre for flax would discourage the planting of this crop.

Such supnort and ceil- | 
ing vrices to be announced before Décember 15, 1944 by the Yar Food 
Administration to be effective at once through March 31,°1946. °

Attention is called to the unsatisfactory hog marketing season of 194% 
1944 which brought on one of the biggest headaches hog growers have 
ever had. This ina large measure was resyonsible for the heavy reduc= 
tion in the 1944 spring and fell pig crops. A meeting of representa- 
tive hog srowers from the Leadine hog procucing states was held in 
Des Moines when conditions in connection with marketing the 194% cron 
were. at their worst... 1t was the almost unanimous opinion of those 
“present at that meeting that hog floor prices shovld be put on a grad— 
vated basis with wider weight ranges included. This committee's rec~ 
ommendations are along that line. In order to get the increase in 
hogs desired in this area it is essential that this marketing and price 
situation be corrected. It is also imerative that this be done immed— 
lately as gilts that should be bred for spring pigs will otherwise be 
sent to market. This is evidenced by the slow movement of boars dur- 
ing the present selling season as vompared with the 1942 selling season. 
South Dakota could normally support the oroduction of 450,000 sows with 
equitable nrices for feed and hogse 


Cattle and Calves. 


The recommended goal of 2,120,000 cattle calls for a reduction of 10 norcent 
below present cattle numbers. We feel that in some areas of the state a rem 
duction is advisable in view of presont overstocked pastures. This reduc- 
tion may de largely accomlished by close culling of inferior and diseased 
brecding stock. 


Milk Cows and iil Production.

(a) An incroase in numbers of cows milkod cannot be exnected in view of the 
present labor shortage. 


(b) Ye recommend glose culling of low nroducers and discasecd animals. 

(c) Liberal grain fecding of all cows milked. 

(ad) That present dairy feed vayment of ten cents per pound butterfat be 
made continuous, or as an altornative that the B.F. price be equal 
to a B.F.-feed ratio of 1 to 32. 


Sheep and Lambs. 


(a) Attention is called to the groat necd for competent sheep herders to - 
prevont a greater reduction in shecp numbers than recommended. 


(b>) It is recommended that steps be taken by the government to reduce re- 
serve slnplies of wool in this country by encouraging greater use of 
wool in civilian goods.
